Library Larger 

Some people are arguing that there is not enough room in the 
library to hold the crowd of friends and relatives which would be at 
the exercises on June 15. By calculating the removal of the magazine 
shelves, which are portable, the library has an estimated area of 700 
more square feet than does the gym. 

Many letters have flooded the Sentinel office since the announce- 
ment was published last week: The opinion seems to be running 
about the same. “We should not be subjected to graduation in the 
gym when the library capacity is adequate and ,~he surroundings 
much more pleasing to all concerned.” We, as the graduating class, 
feel that we should have been given a chance to voice an opinion 


before the site was chosen. 


The library is a symbol of learning and intellectualism; while 


the gym symbolizes the sporting 


activities of the college. No one 


would consider having a basketball game in the atmosphere of books; 
therefore, why consider having an exercise, which is the result of 
two years of book reading and studying, in a sports atmosphere. 

I, for one, would rather graduate in the inner court, if necessary, 


rather than the Men's gym.
